of the city's thoroughfares and, ac- 
cording to French custom, the leading 
figures of the war will be freely hon- 
ored. 


Thus far only General Gallieni, the 


defender~of Paris. Guynemer, tho "Ace 
of Aces" in aviation, and Colonel Bon- 
net, who distinguished .himself

Soisebns, have been the honored. Gen- 
eral Pershing was on the list that was 
under consideration when the work 
was suspended on account of objec- 
tions to the abolition of old names be- 
cause of sentimental or historical rea- 
sons.

and other leaders are on the new list, 
however. 


There still remains a. score of streets 


in Paris with German and Austrian 
names that may never be changed. 
Included are the rues Beethoven, 
Meyerbeer, Richard Wagner, Mozart 
and Palatine, the rue de Vienne and 
the Place Budapest. Streets that re- 
call great German musicians and poets 
probably will be left unchanged. • 


It has been decided to rechristen all

Alaska, which1 has shown a declining 
tendency'in recent years,•• staged 
a 


marked comeback during 1922, accord- 
ing to United States geological .survey, 
estimates- and turned out more than 
JlSiOOO.OOO in new wealth. The value 
of .Alaska's gold output -for the year 
was .fixed by the'survey at $7,720,000; 
of 'copper, $9,000,000; silver, $730,000; 
coal, $450,000 with enough lead, plati- 
num, petroleum and marble to make 
up the balance. In 192i the output of 
Alaskan minerals was valued by the 
survey at $17,000,000. : ' . ' 


"The Alaskan mining industry is 


advancing, not retrograding;", the sur- 
vey said of conditions there -brought 
-under Its study; "In fact, though the 
value of its present output is Email 
compared with that of the past, the 
industry is now on a'more substantial 
basis than ever before." 
. - 


As to the future, .the survey'. esti- 


mates that unworked placer ground in 
Alaska still holds 5350,000,000 in gold, 
which will be recovered by the meth- 
ods of dredging now being followed. 
The resources of copper and^ other 
minerals contained In hard rock de- 
posits, it was added, cannot be esti- 
mated as yet, but the open-big of coal 
deposits which will cheapen'the costs 
of production leaves the prospect fav- 
orable, to expansion of general mining 
enterprises.
